DETROIT 
(AP)-Hayward 


Brown, target of an intensive 
manhunt, is again in the hands 
of police after being cornered 
near Wayne State University in 
the climax of a 30-minute gun 
battlewith officers Friday. 


It was an ironic end to his 


successful six-week evasion of 
a police dragnet, the last time 
the 18-year-old Brown was ar- 
rested was on a concealed wea- 
pon charge in September, again 
in the Wayne State area. - 


His most recent brushes with 


police—two alleged shootings 
resulting in the death of one of- 
ficer and the wounding of five 
others—weren't the first for 
Brown. 


He had been arrested 14 


times as a juvenile and twice 
more in the past.year, once for 
armed robbery in June and 
once for the concealed weapon 
charge. He was also wanted in 
connection with several other • 
robberies. 


But those alleged infractions 


were soon forgotten when three 


men opened fire on four un- 
dercover policemen early Dec. 
4., wounding them all. Police 
blamed Brown and two com- 
panions—Mark C. Bethune, 22, 
and John Percy Boyd Jr., 23. 


The three also were charged 


in the slaying of Patrolman 
Robert 
Bradford 
and 
the 


wounding of his partner Dee. 
27. The officers had been stak-' 
ing out a house in which they 
believed two of the men were 
hiding. 


While Bethune and 
Boyd 


were bei.ng sought at the time 
of the first shooting in con- 
nection with a murder Nov. 29, 
it was Brown who was best 
known to police. 


Highland Park police say 


they were seeking Brown on 
several robbery charges, while 
sources in the Detroit Police 
Department describe Brown as 
a drug addict—a claim hotly 
disputed by his relatives. 


"I know Hayward bad some

18, of Detroit, was captured 
several blocks from the down- 
town office after exchanging 
Shots with police. 


Sgt. John Faulman of the De- 


troit police homicide division 
said the two others sought in 
the two separate police shoot- 
ing incidents last month were 
also believed involved in the 
firebombing. 


He said Percy Boyd, 23, and 


Mark Bethune, 22, both of De- 
troit, were thought to be hiding 
in the downtown area close to 
the firebombed office.

Brown, Boyd and Bethune 


have been the subject of what 
has been described as one of 
the most determined manhunts 
in Detroit police history.

Back The Governor 
And Relief Is Yours! 


Announcing that citizens are 
"ab- 


solutely fed up with ever-rising taxes," 
Gov. William Miliiken Thursday proposed 
a system of tax cuts for Michigan 
amounting to $370 million over the next 
two fiscal years. 


That's telling It like it is — and like it 


should be, It's truth and logic. 


Unfortunately, there's nothing free - 


spending politicians and bureaucrats hate 
worse than truth and logic. The day after 
Gov. Milllken, a Republican, made his tax 
cut proposal, House Speaker William A. 
Ryan, a Detroit Democrat, said he could 
not say whether the tax cut proposals are 
'.'realistic." He added: "Increased In- 
come is not necessarily real income and 
that the full employment picture (which 
the Governor mentioned as one of the 
reasons for his tax cut proposal) does not 
mean a satisfactory reduction of the level 
of unemployment." 


That statement Is gobbledegook. What 


does it mean? Coming from Ryan, it most 
probably means the start of an intentional 
campaign of obfuscation. Ryan's entire 
career in the Legislature has been to 
establish a reputation as the biggest 
spender of all the Legislature's big - 
spending Democrats. He never lets the 
taxpayer's suffering interfere with either 
His pet social welfare projects or pay 
hikes for legislators and state employes. 
; Miliiken has been governor long enough 
not to talk about lax cuts lightly, He's the 
man who's going to have to present the 
Legislature a balanced budget. If he 
goofs, he's 
dead politically. And the 


smiling boy governor from Traverse City 
hasn't shown any signs yet of committing 
political suicide. 


Miliiken sees it this way: 
"Our citizens are absolutely fed up with 


evei- - rising taxes. And, .quite frankly, 
they don't think their tax dollar is being 
wellspent, Many people have lost all faith 
in government—almost all have lost some 
faith in government." 


He said his tax .cut, coming on the 


heels of a "rapidly expanding economy, 
federal revenue sharing, enactment of the 
state lottery and a close control on ex- 
penditures," should be coupled with more 
efficient management to "help restore 
public trust in government." 


The Governor is not only right about 


that; he also appears to have proposed 


equitable means of distributing the 
benefits of his tax cut. 


The first part is a property tax relief 


program for homeowners and renters that 
Millken said "will provide relief to those 
taxpayers 
with an excess burden of 


property taxes in relation to Income." The 
proposal would give all homeowners and 
renters a GO per cent reduction in the 
amount of property taxes exceeding four 
per cent of their Income. Miliiken noted 
that a renter's property tax is assumed to 
bo 17 per cent of the rent. 


"For senior citizens, blind, and eligible 


veterans, property tax relief would be 100 
per cent of the amount their property 
taxes exceed 3.5 per cent of income," 
Miliiken said, 


The second part of his tax cut would 


boost to $1,700 the amount of personal tax 
exemption. The present level is $1,200. 
That would give Michigan the highest 
level of personal exemption 
in the 


country, Miliiken said. The Governor 
added that a family of four with an income 
of $10,000 and a $20,000 home would get a 
tax cut of over $100 with the combined 
property tax relief proposal and income 
tax reduction. 


Stage three of Milliken's proposal would 


reduce by 20 per cent the corporate 
franchise tax and the intangible tax on 
bank deposits and savings and loan 
shares. Such action, Miliiken said, would 
"make Michigan a more attractive 
location for business expansion." 


The bulk of Milliken's tax cut proposals 


would benefit the poor or. low Income' 
residents of the state. The other portion' 
would create a better business climate 
and more jobs, thus also, in the long run, 
benefiting lower Income citizens. Anyone 
who can remember the "punish business" 
davs of Gov. 
G. Mermen Williams 


—when industry fled the state—realizes 
how necessary a congenial business 
climate is. 


The state and its taxpayers deserve and 


should get a tax cut. But Miliiken is going 
to have months of tough fighting to make 
it come true. The big spenders will try in 
the months ahead to chop him up. The 
public will get what it asks for. If it rallies 
behind the Governor and conscientious 
legislators, there will be a tax cut. For the 
sake of your own pocketbook, let them 
know!

bombing of Hanoi with the Nazi 
bombing of the town of Guerica 
during the Spanish civil war. 


As everyone knows, the 


bombing of that Basque town in 
northern Spain has become a 
powerful symbol. If you could, 
in the manner of a pollster, stop 
an intellectual on a street 
corner and say, "Guernica!" 
and ask for a synonym you 
would get: "Outrage!" All the 
themes are there: 
Right 


against 
Left, 
technology 


against peasants, Sluka dive 
bombers against embattled 
farmers. And, enshrining it all, 
Picasso's great painting. 


But, Guernica? As it hap- 


pens, I have made myself 
something of an authority on 
the subject and reported my 
conclusions in the Jan. 5 issue 
of National Review. "Guer- 
nica," as generally understood, 
never happened. But it is a 
tremendously useful myth. A 


• few facts: 


1) Guernica was not an un- 


defended peasant village, but 
one of the keys to the defense of 
Bilbao. In its outskirts were 
factories 
manufacturing 


munitions and mortars. It was

also a rail depot 
and a 


divisional headquarters. Eight 
roads converged there. As it 
happens, these features were 
not in Guernica proper, and 
though they were bombed, the 
town itself was not. 


2) Neither side in the Spanish 


Civil War had the kind of 
firepower that would allow it to 
waste bombs on non-military 
targets: the very essence of the 
Guernica claim. To produce the 
destruction claimed in Guer- 
nica, the Nationalist armies of 
the North would have had to 
use up a month's supply of 
bombs. 


3) 
Recently 
published 


dispatches from Nationalist 
commanders in the field, the 
originals 
of 
which 
are 


available, tell us a number of 
things. First of all, that 
Guernica was hotly defended: 
"Our casualties were eight 
dead and sixty wounded. Eight 
Basque battalions and two 
battalions from 
Santander 


defended Guernica." Second: 
the Nationalist commanders in 
the field, entering the town 
itself, were appalled by the 
destruction, but noticed that 
the destruction was of a 
peculiar sort: "Guernica ilself 
is free of bomb craters." It 
seems to me that these field 
reports, not made public at the 
time—a very important point— 
and intended only for the eyes 
of commanders in Ihe field, 
have very evidential value. 


4) As it happens, foreign 


correspondents on the scene 
noticed something fishy about 
the 
Guernica story. 
The 


correspondents of Ihe Havas 
agency, the London Times and 
other newspapers noticed that 
the damage they themselves 
observed was not wrought by 
aerial 
bombing 
bul 
by 


dynamite charges set at ground 
level. The Times man wrote: 
"A rain of bombs might, in 
loose journalistic parlance, 
'destroy' a whole street in.a 
twon, but it would not destroy it 
in that way. At Guenica . . . . 
there is hardly a mark in the 
streets. A rain of bombs would 
fall as often in the streets and 
gardens as on the houses." 
Only the houses in the town had 
been destroyed, 


5) Was Guernica the first 


town to be so razed? Not at all. 
The comparable town of Eibar, 
also figuring in the Bilbao 
struggle, had been dynamited 
and burnt by the retreating 
Loyalist forces.
